RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION/ELECTION REQUIREMENT 

Sir: 

In the Office Action mailed in this case on January 3, 2008, claims 1-46 and 73-79 are 
subject to both a restriction requirement and a requirement for election of species. 

In particular, in accordance with 37 C.F.R. §1.499, applicants are required to elect a 
single invention from among claim Groups I - m. In response, applicants elect with traverse 
claim Group I, which includes claims 1-44 and 73-79. 

Further to the above, the Office Action additionally states that the application contains 
claims directed to more than one species of the generic invention and that applicants are required 
to elect a single disclosed species from the list provided. In response to the species election 
requirement, therefore, applicants elect maltose (claims 18, 38 and 75). The claims 
encompassing the elected species include nos. 1-12, 13, 16-18, 21, 22, 23-38, 43, 44, 45, 73-75 
and 77-79.
